3.2 A rotatably positioned plate having the additional feature set out in claim 3 is 
disclosed by D2 (see figure 13 and the relative description at page 22, lines 7- 
13). 

3.3 As far as the arrangement disclosed in D1 can be understood, it appears that 
the plate 20 shown in figure 9 is arranged parallel to the detector surface, i.e. 
perpendicular to the optical axis. In this case, the subject-matter of claims 4, 
5 and 6 lacks novelty with respect to D1 , figures 9 and 8. 

3.4 Thus the subject-matter of claims 2, 4, 5, and 6 lacks novelty (Article 33(2) 
PCT) and the subject-matter of claim 3 is considered to lack inventive step 
(Article 33(2) PCT). 

3.5 The additional features set out in the remaining dependent claims appear to 
be minor implementation details which are either known from the cited 
documents D1 and D2 or lie within the capabilities of the skilled person, and 
therefore they do not appear, at least for the time being, to add anything 
inventive to the subject-matter of the claims on which they depend.

If the applicant wishes to proceed with the international application in the national phase, he must, within 20 months 
or 30 months, or later in some Offices, perform the acts referred to therein before each designated or elected Office.
